The meeting began at 6:45 p.m., and was chaired by Margarita 
Echevaria. A quorum was not reached. 


l. The Chair reported on the NUJSBA's "Long-Term Planning 
Conference", She underscored the importance of becoming actively 
involved in the state and local bar associations. 


2. Echevaria pointed out the need for a translation of NJSBA's 
award-winning pamphlet, "Consumer's Guide to New Jersey Law". Ignacio 
Perez offered to review and revise, if necessary, a translated version 
prepared previously. 


3. The Latin Organization of Atlantic City, Inc. ("LOAC"), in 
a form letter received by the Chair, has requested our assistance in 
any way we can. The Puerto Rican and Hispanic community there has been 
grappling with the effects of exclusionary zoning on the housing 
problem, Echevaria, Perez, Esquivel, and Rivera agreed to form a 
delegation, headed by the Chair, to visit LOAC and familiarize itself 
with the situation. 


4. Lisboa, Esquivel, Faria, and Camacho-Pagan agreed to forma 
committee to plan, organize, and hold a gubernatorial candidates' forum, 
perhaps with other co-sponsors.

5. Echevaria reported that HBA sent copies of resolutions 
supporting Legal Services and opposed to cutbacks of Community Services 
Administration funds to our Senators and Congresspeople,.

Enforcement Society's dinner-dance, 


7. The Treasurer, Ricardo Esquivel, gave his report. The 
balance as of the date of the meeting was $831.34, 


8. Ignacio Perez, Chairman of the Education Committee gave 
his report. He reported that Joseph Rodriguez had agreed to be the first 
speaker in the association's continuing legal education program. 
Rodriguez will speak on the general topic of civil trial skills. 
Details will be forth coming with regard to this seminar, to be held 
on September or October.
